OKLAHOMA CITY — The Thunder snapped the Spurs 11-game winning streak with a 94-88 
victory at home. The loss marks the first time this season the Spurs have lost a game when 
leading at halftime, as the Thunder outscored the Spurs 25-15 in the third period. Boris 
Diaw tipped in a Tiago Splitter miss to cut the Thunder lead to five points at 85-80 with 
10:24 left in the fourth quarter and followed that up with a reverse layup after a pass from 
Patty Mills to cut the lead to three. After the San Antonio corralled a missed shot from 
Jackson, Manu Ginobili went the other way on a fast break, but Ginobili had his pass at the 
top of the key intercepted by Jackson, who went for an uncontested dunk that killed the 
Spurs' momentum. Tony Parker finished with 16 points and 7 assists, While-Kawhi Leonard 
tallied his second double-double of the season with 14 points and /10-reboundsy Leonard also 
had 2 assists and 4 steals. Tim Duncan added 11 points and 8 reboundssManu Ginobili and 
Boris Diaw led the charge off the bench. Ginobili finished with 12 points, 2 rebounds and 2 
assists, while Diaw scored 10 to go along with 3 rebounds arid-2 assists» The Spurs defense 
held the Kevin Durant, Russell Westbrook tandem to only 30 points on 39 shots, but Reggie 
Jackson picked up slack, tying his career-high with 23 points off thé bench.

The 
AT&T CENTER loss marks only the third time all season the Spurs have lost when going into halftime 
with a lead. The Spurs came had four players in double figures. Patty Mills, who came off 
the bench, scored a team-high 21 points on 8-for-13 shooting including 5-for-7 3- 
pointers. Tim Duncan and Kawhi Leonard each had 17 and Danny Green added 11 for 
4/3/14 the Spurs. Duncan was just 5-for-15 shooting and Tony Parker also struggled with his 
Game #76 shot going just 3-for-10. Neither played in the fourth quarter. The Thunder got off to a 
Regular Season Away Game £38 slow start, but scoring five quick points on a Westbrook pull-up three and a fast-break 
dunk by Westbrook brought a spark and cut an eight-point San Antonio lead to three. 
The Thunder used that as a springboard going into the third quarter when their defense 


held the Spurs to just 20 points on 30.4 percent shooting. By the end,of the quarter, the 
Thunder led by nine and were on their way to securing the victory-in the fourth.

2013-14 POSTSEASON NOTES 


THE WEST RUNS THROUGH SAN ANTONIO: Since Tim Duncan joined the Spurs in 1997-98, San Antonio has appeared in the Conference Finals nine times 
(1999, 2001, 2003, 2005, 2007, 2008, 2012, 2013, 2014), the most in the NBA over that span. Additionally, the Spurs have made the Western Conference 
Finals for a franchise record three consecutive seasons. The Spurs, since 1997-98, have posted a 95-56 (.629) record against Western Conference opponents 
(First Round, Conference Semifinals and Conference Finals) in the playoffs, the best winning percentage among all Western Conference teams and second in 
the NBA only to the Miami Heat, who has posted a 77-42 (.647) record against Eastern Conference opponents. 


COACH POP WINS COACH OF THE YEAR: San Antonio head coach Gregg Popovich received his third Red Auerbach Trophy as the 2013-14 NBA Coach of 
the Year, joining Don Nelson and Pat Riley as the only coaches to win the award three times in NBA history. Popovich also received the award following the 
2002-03 and 2011-12 seasons. In his 18th season as head coach of the Spurs, Popovich guided San Antonio to a league-best 62-20 (:756) record, extending 
its streak of winning at least 50 games to an NBA record 15 consecutive seasons. The team posted an NBA-best 30-11 road record, the best road mark in 
franchise history and only the 13th time in NBA history a team has won 30-or-more road games in a season. San Antonio Jed the.NBA in points per game 
differential at +7.8, having averaged 105.4 points per contest while giving up just 97.6.

A STREAK FOR THE AGES: The San Antonio Spurs won 19 consecutive games Qj 26/14 - 4/2/14), marking its longest win streak in franchise 
history and is tied for the fifth longest streak in NBA history. San Antonio joins-only\six.other teams in NBA history to have a winning streak of 19 games 
or more. The Spurs now own 17 double-digit win streaks in franchise history, while Gregg- Popovich has guided the Silver and Black to 14 of those. 
During the streak, the Spurs ranked first in the NBA in points (111.2), field-goal percentage (49.5), three-point field goal percentage (42.9), assist/turnover 
ratio (2.04), blocks (6.3), defensive rebounds (36.3), offensive effiency (112.6), defénsive effiency (96.4) and point differential (16.8). Additionally, the 16.8 
point differential average was the second-highest point differential guru any Streak 19 games or more in NBA history (via Elias Sports Bureau).
